He further stated that when he heard this discussion 
there were present a number of reporters and that he has no idea 
who originated the remark. 

during our interview with Mr. Alexander at this time 
we asked him if he could supply the name of anyone who might be 
the originator of these false allegations, and he stated he 
could not. He further stated that much speculation and rumors 
; of all kinds concerning Oswald haw cropped up from time to time 

i aa ^ that he had reached the point of not paying any attention 

to them. i 

In conclusion Mr. Alexander stated that should he 
determine the identity of the originator of these false 
, allegations he would immediately notify this Bureau. < V
